Yesterday’s Events in the Various Temples 
of Justice, 

In the superior court in the case of W. L. 
Wilson, guardian of William G. and Walter W. 
Wilson, minor sons the late Dr. John 8. Wil-

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REDUCING EXPENSES, 
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The Street Hands Cut Down More Than 
Thirty-Three Per Cent. 

A genuine sensation was created yesterday 
afternoon when the street hands knocked off 
work by Superintendent Cox informing the 
bosses and lec that he had been instructed 
by the board of commissioners of streets and 
sewers to reduce the force to about thirty-five 
men. The superintendent then retained such 
‘‘bosses’’ as he wanted, and ordered them to 
select their men, and to give those not 
retained their time, so that they could 
draw what meney was due them. 
This action of Superintendent Cox throws 
about eighty or ninety men out of employment 
and reduces the weekly payroll from $1,200 to 
about $250. Superintendent Cox, of course, 
was simply obeying orders from the board of 
commissioners, and no one regrets more than 
he that so many men are thrown out of em: 
tea. ggre at this season of the year. The 

oard in instructing Superintendent Cox to 
reduce his force was directed so todo by the 
financial condition of affairs. The 
appropriations to the street depart- 
ment is sufficient to carry 
the foree through, but at the end of the pres- 
ent year the department must have $5,900 on 
hand, and to have that amount the force must 
be reduced. Yesterday Mayor Goodwin had 
a consultation with the board, during 
which the question was discussed, and 
reduction decided upon. Heretofore the street 
force has numbered one hundred to one hun- 
dred and ten men, and the teams employed 
have been as many as twenty. The reduction 
makes the force number ‘about thirty 
five men who will ive the 
greater part of their labor to 
sidewalk work, and about six teams. The 
reduction of the street force will, of course, 
affect the street work to that extent, but there 
appears to be no remedy, as the funds will not 
— the employment of more men. Mr. Ma- 
ier, chairman of the commission, says that this 
reduction will not effect the squad whose duty 
is cleaning the crossings in rainy weather. 
This squad consists ofabout twelve men and 
whenever the crossings are rendered bad by 
rain the squad will be organized and put to 
work.
